Mr. Pettigrew declined Mr. H oar’s re­ 
quest to substitute tor his resolution on 
tile same subject the oue presented by 
Mr. Hoar. 
Mr. P erry (Ark.) had read the reso­ 
lution oin red by Mr. Bacon (Ga.) aud 
a.so Mr. Beveridge (Iud.). 
Those w ho desired to discuss the 
Philippine question, he said, were met 
bv the objection th a t they were aiding 
those who were in arm s against toe 
v lilted States, and were responsible for 
the loss o: hie am ong tile soldiers, 
lie 
regarded tins position as absolutely u n ­ 
w arranted, aud declared te a t no man 
\\ I to was a man would bo deterred from 
speaking of charges that were absolutely 
uuiounded by facts. 
Mr. Berry be­ 
lieved I iiul IWO resolutions w inch ne 
had read from the d. sh fairly repre­ 
sented the views of the two great par­ 
ties in tins country. 
He was certain 
that. the resolution of Mr. Beveridge re­ 
heeled the sentiment and feelings of 
the adm inistration, nee..n e it had been 
favorably commented upon by the ad* 
m inistration speakers aud newspapers 
throughout the country. 
The resolu­ 
tion had been indorsed, he said, by the 
adm inistration leaders, yet it conferred 
on authority and a power upon this 
country as absolute as was possessed by 
the czar of Russia. 
Mr. Berry reierred to th a t part of Mr. 
Beveridge’s speech, iii which the i n ­ 
diana senator had asserted that. God 
had select* d the American people as 
His trustees, whose appointed work was 
to extend to the Philippines and the 
Till pines Hie civilization and liberty 
with whicn the American people as His 
chosen children were to eulignten the 
World. 
Mr. Berry did not auuiit that 
the American people were the trustees 
of the Bord in the Philippine matter. 
lie argued that the correct view of 
the situation in the Philippines was i 
taken in the Bacon resolution, 
if that 
resolution were adopted today he be 
lievcd that another gun would bu tired 
in m e Philippine revolution and at the 
same time tile 
United States would 
gam ail tile commercial and material 
advantages depicted by Mr. Beveridge. 
He placed the responsibility for the 111- 
fcurrecuon upon m e president, declar­ 
ing that it 
his proclamation had not 
been issued not a gun would have been 
fir- d aud not a drop of our soldiers’ 
blood would have been shed. 
lie said 
that, in his opinion, tile president had 
issued the proclamation unwillingly; 
that he had been forced 111*0 the posi­ 
tion he now occupied by scnemmg poli­ 
ticians.
